52/K 08), Boehlen, Jouna (KX 52/l 91) are hydrogena- 
tion plantsz the SAG plant Sclwargheide (N 52/A 23) and the VEB sss in Luetze 


kencorf 2 are synthesizing plants; the SAG plants in Goclzau (33 52/D 95), 

Rositz (i 52/K 27) and “ebau (i: 52/K 09) are carbonization plants, and the SAG 
plant in Koepsen (-- 52/K 18) is a tar-distilling plant. The VEB's in Luetalen= 
dorf 1, Herrenleite (4 51/F 35) and Klaffenbach (i 51/K 65) are mineral ofl refi- 
neries. In Hirschfelde (0 51/F'97) is a large lignite plant with a briquette fac- 
tory, a carbonization plant, and a larce electric power station. The carbonization 
plont in Hirschfelde mainly supslies other plants which do the final processing. 
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
